Examiner respectfully disagrees with Applicants' assertion-"lt is submitted that the mobile switching center disclosed in Nayak is 
inoperative "It is submitted that a person having ordinary skill in the art would not combine the cited references to render the claims 
obvious", and "one of skill in the art would not look to any of Shinohara (See Page 3, 4th Paragraph and Page 4, 3 rd Paragraph of 
Applicants Remarks). Nayak's step of determining whether a destination mobile device can receive video data could have been substituted 
with the features taught in Shinohara (See Office Action dated March 5, 2010 for detail on the features taught by Shinohara) as an 
alternative means for achieving the predictable result of determining whether the destination mobile can receive video data. The 
combination of Nayak and Shinohara would have also resulted in the avoidance of the problem of the inability of the destination mobile to 
receive a multimedia message as taught by Shinohara. Modifying Nayak further with Pyhalammi results in allowing data traffic on the 
wireless network to be more evenly distributed over a twenty-four day cycle, thus actually increasing the total network throughput, without 
having to upgrade the wireless network components. Modifying Nayak still further with Ellis results in providing the user with the flexibility of 
choosing when said user wants the desired video content. Therefore the above combination would be made and render the claims 
obvious. In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it 
must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so 
long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and 
does not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 
1 392, 1 70 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1 971 ). 
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
